HThe welght of testimony reganhing
hog choleen, or intestinal fever as it
might more properly be called, goes to
show that it results either from n varioty
of olroumstances, all of which, however,
can be elassed under the one distinguish.
ing head of neglect or violation of proper
sanitary conditions, or else itis due to
eontagion or Infection from disensed
herds, This seems to b well founded,
and If so, the remedy Is a simple, al-
though not an easy one. To change the
whole manner of keeping swine, and to
avold the danger of infection from the
herds of thoze farmers who never read,
and who never learn anything, is no
easy matter, however ensy it may be to
say thatit must be done, Much mny
be done by example, and if those who
can adopt healthful methods of herding
their swine, avolding damp, filth, crowi.
ing in the pens, and Increasing cleanll-
neas in the feed and water, nnd isolate
their herds, will use these precautions,
we do not doubt that the plague will be
stayed. The first precautions should be
to provide roomy, dry, clean, alry pens,
supplied with clean water, and kept in a
wholesome condition. Itis not the in.

How To Stew Oysters. | B any other,  Forsale by Dealers

At Delmonieo’s, In New York, which
is the headquarters of eploures, they
stew oysters in this way

“Take one quart of liquid oysters;
put the liguor (a teacupful for three) in
a stew pan, and add half as much more
water : salt ; a good bit of pepper: a tea-
spoonful of rolled cracker for each. put
on the stove and let It boll; have your

oysters ready in a bowl. The moment
the liquor begins to boll pour in all your
oysters, say ten for each person. or six
will do. Now watch carefully, and ns
soon ns it begins to boil take out your
wateh, count Just 0 sedonds, and take |
your oysters from the stove, You will |
have your big dish ready with one and n
half tablespoonful of cold milk for each
person.  Pour your stew on this milk
and serve immedintely. Never boll an
oysterin milk if you wish it to
good.’,
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Decay of Froits.

Recent experiments by Dr. Brefeld in
Germany, have shown that decay in
apples wae caused by fungl, Mucor
stolonifera, M. racemorus, Botrytia
cinerea, and Penicillum glavewm.  But
the spores of thes fungi would not
germinate on sound apples,.  When
moistened with apple juice, however.
und placed on sound fruit they permin-
ated rapidly, or when placed in braises
or artifielnl wounds; showing that sap
escaped from the cells and existing in
thelr interstices was™ necessary to the
wermination of the fungl., The obyious
lesson is, keep the fruit free from bruises,
by careful handling, and, other con-
ditions favorable, we way expeet the
frait to keep well. A lesson learned by
practice, but this is o nice explanation
of it.
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Keep Pigs Warm.
